ILO DIRECTOR 
SAYS WORLD IS 
INTERDEP'ND'NT 

John G. Winant Guest Speaker 
Before Sociely 

STRESSES PROGRESS 



Future of ILO Involved in the 
Present Fight of Great 
Britain 



Addressing n dinner of the 
League of Nations Society Sat- 
urday in the Windsor Hotel, 
John ("!. Winant. President 
Roosevelt's choice as the new 
American Ambassador to Great 
Britain and director of the In- 
ternational Labour Organiza- 
tion, now housed at McGill, af- 
firmed that ''social and eco- 
nomic security must make de- 
mocracy a living structure for 
human progress." The I.L.O., he 
declared, is the international in- 
strument of the people for at- 
taining this ideal. 

Introduced by Mr. Tom Moore, 
President of the Trades and La- 
bour Congress of Canada, Mr. 
Winant prefaced his remarks with 
this declaration of faith: "Christian 
hope is hope when all hope is lost. 
We do dare to hope and have 
faith." 

FUTURE OF ILO. 

"We in the International Labour 
Organization know that the world 
today is interdependent and that 
the future of the ILO and of all of 
us here is involved in the fight 
of the people of Great Britain, the 
Dominions, and other peoples 
against a system which represents 
the negation of social justice," Mr. 
Winant asserted. 

Tracing the history of the labour 
office, the director said that it was 
created by the League of Nations 
as an outgrowth of the conviction 
that at the end of the war of 1914- 
18 the people's insistence the world 
over that permanent peace must 
have its origin in social justice for 
all men everywhere. The ILO, he 
continued, "was an attempt to give 
forward direction to the instinctive 
movement of the people towards 
social and economic freedom with- 
in the framework of democracy." 
LISTS ACCOMPLISHMENT, 

As the outstanding accomplish- 
ment of his organization, Mr. Win- 
ant pointed to the creation of an 
Internationa! Labour Code which 
has been written into the national 
law of various democratic coun- 
tries through 879 specific acts of 
ratification. The ILO, he declared, 
has furnished technical assistance in 
the drafting of social legislation to

REV. JOHN DIXON IS 
HEARD AT SERVICE 



Speaks on the Universe and 
Man's Relationship 
to God 



The Very Rev. John Dixon, Dean 
of Christ Church Cathedral, was 
the speaker at the S.C.M. Chapel 
Service held last evening in Divin- 
ity Hall. 

In his address, he began by trac- 
ing the progressive Ideas embodied 
in the word "God" throughout the 
ages, mentioning at the same time 
the parallel progress in our con- 
ception of the Universe, from the 
earjy Greek cosmos to our own 
present day ideas. 

He noted the remarkable features 
of the Universe— not only Its size 
and almost incredible age, but its 
unity, order, simplicity and intelli- 
gibility. "We need great thoughts 
about tho Universe, but we also 
need great thoughts about God" 
stated Dean Dixon and went on 
further to say that to suppose the 
human soul could be a mere acci- 
dent was a greater strain on cred- 
ulity than any religious cult ever 
demanded of its subjects. 

in the very search of the scien- 
tist for truth, the mind of the sci- 
entist is far greater than any truth 
which he may discover. The love 
of beauty and goodness are further 
proof of something beyond the ma- 
terial conception of the universe. 
These do not come from within 
but from an outside source, 

"The human soul at lui best has 
ever lived with another soul in 
whose fellowship is its peace," and 
even as we are channels for physi- 
cal energies, so we may become 
channels for spiritual energies by 
fulfilling Die conditions for obtain- 
ing this spiritual energy. "Man is 
incurably religious" and there is 
something greater than ourselves 
holding us. We cannot escape God.

J. G. Winant Refuses to Comment 
On Ambassadorial Appointment 

Director of I.LO. Majored in Government at 
Princeton; Rose from Senator to Serve 
Three Terms at Governor

The new American ambassador 
to Great Britain. John Gilbert Win- 
ant, was in Montreal on Snturday 
evening to address a dinner tend- 
ered him and Alexander Lovedny, 
Director of the Economic, Finan- 
cial and Transit Department of the 
League of Nations at the Windsor 
Hotel. In the capacity of Director 
of the League's International La- 
bor Organization, since September 
attached to McGill, Mr. Winant's 
speech confined itself largely to 
I.L.O. and League affairs, steering 
clear of the new appointment 
which would place Mr. Winant in a 
key position as regards U.S. aid to 
embattled Britain. 

But, on meeting a group of 
newspapermen after the dinner, 
Mr. Winant could not escape men- 
tion of his Ambassadorship, and 
though the question was worded 
obliquely, Mr. Winant's answer 
was forthright. "The name of the 
new ambassador has not gone to the 
Senate as yet." Had he seen the 
President? "Yes, J suw him yester- 
day in Washington for moru than 
an hour." And how is Mr. Roose- 
velt's health these days'.' "The Pres- 
ident seems to be in very good 
health," at this Mr. Winant smiled 
broadly. 

John G. Winant comes from an 
old Dutch family that settled in 
New York many generations ago. 
But his home is in New Hampshire, 
where he attended St. Paul's 
School in Concord and where, aller 
an undergraduate career at Prince- 
ton, he returned to enter political 
life, serving as an Assemblyman 



for two terms, one term as a State 
Senator and then three terms as 
Governor. In 1935, though formally 
a Republican, Mr. Winant entered 
the first New Deal Administration 
as Chairman of the Social Security 
Board. He resigned In 1D36 to lake 
the stump in defence of the Social 
Security Act and to help re-elect 
Roosevelt for a second term. 

Hfscmtilfs Lincoln 

At college Mr. Winant majored in 
Government, and when asked 
whether he could be described as a 
politician, the new Ambassador 
echoed Calvin Coolidge's pro- 
nouncement, that insofar as poli- 
tics was "the science of govern* 
ment," he was proud to call himself 
a politician, lie had no other pro- 
fession and sprang' "from a long 
line of businessmen and profession 
als. 

The Ambassador-designate bears 
a striking resemblance to Abraoum 
Lincoln— a (all, gaunt New tug- 
lander whose long black hair stray* 
forward In wisps over bushy eye 
brows that overhang a pair of 
horn-rlinmed spectacles. His fea- 
tures are powerfully chiselled, and 
from the casual bultoned-down col- 
lar to Ihe unostentatious black suit 
that clothes his giant frame, you gel 
an impression of solid sincerity and 
scrupulous honesty. As Mr. Win- 
ant lumen' lo leave one of the 
older reporters present, whispered! 
"That man will do all right in 
England, " but the cithers did nut 
have In he convinced. They had 
felt the impact of John Winant's 
personality.

300 of Infantry Wing Take 
Part in Outdoor 
Scheme

Nearly 300 cadets of the Infantry 
(Rifle) wing of the C.O.T.C. took 
part in a three hour outdoor scheme 
Saturday afternoon. Forming up at 
2.30 on the Loyola College grounds, 
the group spent the afternoon 
manoeuvring in the area back of 
the College between Tennebonne 
Ave. and Cote St. Luc Road. 

Weather conditions were ideal al 
though the temperature dropped as 
the sun neared the horizon. A 
heavy powdered snow, in some 
places, over two feet deep, made 
movement difficult. 

The tactical exercise was design 
cd to give the cadets some expert 
ence in the value and conduct of 
patrols, both lighting and recon- 
naissance. Number 1 Company 
comprising those who wrote their 
infantry exams in December and 
are awaiting their practical, took 
up a defensive position just south of 
Cote St. Luc Road, and awaited the 
appearance of the enemy, consisting 
of the two newly formed Infantry 
i Rifle) Companies, Numbers 2 ano 
3. These companies despatched 
scouts and reconnaissance palrols 
tn determine the posilion of the de- 
fenders. Some of the scouts were 
equipped with white sheets to aid 
In concealing themselves aga:n.st 
the snow. 

Finally, towards the close of the 
afternoon, fighting patrols were or- 
dered to make contact with the de- 
fenders and thus lo determine their 
positions and strength, and if pos- 
sible lo capture prisoners. Those 
not taking part in these actions 
watched the movements of the 
patrols and the defenders from the 
lop of the hill. 

The defenders' scouts reported 
that the enemy were moving up, 
and the signal was given to open 
fire. Rifles and Light Machine 
Guns opened up and the attacking 
patrols were forced to retire. The 
defenders then moved up and in- 
flicted further casualties on the re- 
tiring patrols. 

The scheme was under the direc- 
tion of Capt. .1. Bruce Brown, of- 
ficer In chaise of the Infantry 
(Rifle) group. Major J. G, Nichol- 
son, second in command of the 
Contingent, and Major O. B. Rex- 
ford, officer in charge of training, 
were in attendance

ILO DIRECTOR 
SAYS WORLD IS 
INTERDEP'ND'NT 

John G. Winant Guest Speaker 
Before Society 

STRESSES PROGRESS 



Future of ILO Involved in the 
Present Fight of Great 
Britain 



Addressing a dinner of the 
League of Nations Society Sat- 
urday in the Windsor Hotel. 
John G. Winant. President 
Roosevelt's choice as the new 
American Ambassador to Great 
Britain and director of the In- 
ternational Labour Organiza- 
tion, now housed at McGill, af- 
firmed that "social and eco- 
nomic security must make de- 
mocracy a living structure for 
human progress," The I.L.O., he 
declared, is the international in- 
strument of the people for at- 
taining this ideal. 

Introduced by Mr. Tom Moore, 
President of the Trades and La- 
bour Congress of Canada, Mr. 
Winant prefaced his remarks with 
this declaration of faith: "Christian 
hope is hope when all hope is lost. 
We do dare to hope and have 
faith." 

FUTURE OF ILO. 

"We in the International Labour 
Organization know trfat the world 
today is interdependent and that 
the future of the ILO and of all of 
us here is involved in the fight 
of the people of Great Britain, the 
Dominions, and other peoples 
against a system which represents 
the negation of social justice," Mr. 
Winant asserted. 

Tracing the history of the labour 
office, the director said that it was 
created by the League of Nations 
as an outgrowth of the conviction 
that at the end of the war of 1914- 
18 the people's insistence the world 
over that permanent peace must 
have its origin in social justice for 
all men everywhere. The ILO, he 
continued, "was an attempt to give 
forward direction to the instinctive 
movement of the people towards 
social and economic freedom with- 
in the framework of democracy." 
LISTS ACCOMPLISHMENT. 

As the outstanding accomplish- 
ment of his organization, Mr. Win- 
ant pointed to the creation of an 
International Labour Code which 
has been written into the national 
law of various democratic coun- 
tries through 879 specific acts of 
ratification. The ILO, he declared, 
has furnished technical assistance in 
the drafting of social legislation to

REV. JOHN DIXON IS 
HEARD AT SERVICE 



Speaks on the Universe and 
Man's Relationship 
to God 



The Very Rev. John Dixon, Dean 
of Christ Church Cathedral, was 
the speaker at the S.C.M. Chapel 
Service held last evening in Divin- 
ity Hall. 

In his address, he began by trac- 
ing tht progressive ideas embodied 
in the word "God" throughout the 
ages, mentioning at the same time 
the parallel progress in our con- 
ception of the Universe, from the 
earjy Greek cosmos to our own 
present day ideas. 

He noted the remarkable features 
of the Universe— not only ils size 
and almost incredible age, but its 
unity, order, simplicity and intelli- 
gibility. "We need great thoughts 
about the Universe, but we also 
need great thoughts about God" 
stated Dean Dixon and went on 
further to say that to suppose the 
human soul could be a mere acci- 
dent was a greater strain on cred- 
ulity than any religious cull ever 
demanded of its subjects. 

In the very search of the scien- 
tist for truth, the mind of the sci- 
entist is far greater than any truth 
which he may discover. The love 
of beauty and goodness are further 
proof of something beyond the ma- 
terial conception of the universe. 
These do not come from within 
but from an outside source, 

"The human soul at its best has 
ever lived with another soul in 
whose fellowship is its peace." and 
even as we are channels for physi- 
cal energies, so we may become 
channels for spiritual energies by 
fulfilling the conditions for obtain- 
ing this spiritual energy. "Man is 
incurably religious" and there if 
something greater than ourselves 
holding us. We cannot escape God.

J. G. Winant Refuses to Comment 
On Ambassadorial Appointment 

Director of I.LO. Majored in Government at 
Princeton; Rose from Senator to Serve 
Three Terms as Governor

The new American ambassador 
to Great Britain, John Gilbert Win- 
ant, was in Montreul on Saturday 
evening to address a dinner tend- 
ered him and Alexander Loveday, 
Director of the Economic, Finan- 
cial and Transit Department of the 
League of Nations at the Windsor 
Hotel. In the capacity of Director 
of the League's International La- 
bor Organization, since September 
attached to McGill, Mr. Winant's 
speech confined itself largely to 
I.LO. and League affairs, steering 
clear of the new appointment 
which would place Mr. Winant in a 
key position as regards U.S. aid to 
embattled Britain. 

But, on meeting a group of 
newspapermen after the dinner, 
Mr. Winant could not escape men- 
tion of his Ambassadorship, and 
though the question was worded 
obliquely, Mr. Winant's answer 
was forthright. "The name of the 
new ambassador has not gone to the 
Senate as yet." Had he seen the 
President? "Yes, I saw him yester- 
day in Washington for more than 
an hour." And how is Mr. Roose- 
velt's health these days? "The Pres- 
ident seems to be in very good 
health," at this Mr. Winant smiled 
broadly. 

John G. Winant comes from an 
old Dutch family thai settled in 
New York many generations ago. 
Bui his home is In New llam|îshuc, 
where he attended SI. Paul's 
School in Concord and where, alter 
an undergraduate career at Prince- 
ton, he returned to enter political 
hie, serving as an Assemblyman 



for two terms, one term as a State 
Senator and then three terms as 
Governor. In 1035, though formally 
a Republican, Mr. Winant entered 
the first New Deal Administration 
as Chairman of the Social Security 
Board. He resigned In 1936 to take 
the slump in defence of the Social 
Security Act and to help re-elect 
Roosevelt for a second term. 

Resemble» Lincoln 

At college Mr. Winant majored in 
Government, and when asked 
whether he could be described as a 
politician, the new Ambassador 
echoed Calvin Coolidge's pro- 
nouncement, thai insofar as poli- 
tics was "the science of govern- 
ment," he was proud to call himself 
a politician. He had no other pro- 
fession and sprang from a long 
line of businessmen and profession- 
als. 

The Ambassador-designate bears 
a striking resemblance to Abranuin 
Lincoln— a tall, gaunt New tug- 
lander whose long black hair stray* 
forward in wisps over bushy eye- 
brows that overhang a pair of 
horn-rimmed spectacles. His fea- 
tures arc powerfully chiselled, and 
from the casual buttoncd-down col- 
lar to Hie unostentatious black suit 
that clothes his giant frame, you gel 
an impression of solid sincerity and 
scrupulous honesty. As Mr. Win- 
ant turned to leave one ol the 
older reporters present, whispered; 
"That man will do all right In 
England," but the others did nut 
have lo be convinced. They had 
felt the impact of John Winant's 
personality.

300 of Infantry Wing Take 
Part in Outdoor 
Scheme

Nearly 300 cadets of the Infantry 
(Rifle) wing of the C.O.T.C. took 
part in a three hour outdoor scheme 
Saturday afternoon. Forming up at 
2.30 on the Loyola College grounds, 
the group spent the afternoon 
manoeuvring in the area back of 
the College between Tennebonne 
Ave. and Cote St. Luc Road. 

Weather conditions were ideal al 
though the temperature dropped as 
the sun neared the horizon. A 
heavy powdered snow, in som? 
places, over two feet deep, made 
movement difficult. 

The tactical exercise was design 
ed to give the cadets some expert 
ence in the value and conduct of 
patrols, both lighting and recon- 
naissance. Number 1 Company, 
comprising those who wrote their 
infantry exams in December and 
are awaiting their practical, took 
up a defensive position just soutn of 
Cote St. Luc Road, and awaited the 
appearance of the enemy, consisting 
of the two newly formed Infantry 
tRifle) Companies, Numbers 2 ano 
3. These companies despatched 
scouts and reconnaissance patrols 
to determine the position of the de- 
fenders. Some of the scouts were 
equipped with white sheets to aid 
in concealing themselves against 
the snow. 

Finally, towards the close of the 
afternoon, fighting patrols were or- 
dered to make contact with the de- 
fenders and thus to determine theiv 
positions and strength, and if pos- 
sible to capture prisoners. Those 
not taking part in these actions 
watched the movements of the 
patrols and the defenders from the 
top of the hill. 

The defenders' scouts reported 
that the enemy were moving up, 
and the signal was given to open 
fire. Rifles and Light Machine 
Guns opened up and the attacking 
patrols were forced to retire. The 
defenders then moved up and in- 
flicted further casualties on the re- 
tiring patrols. 

The scheme was under the direc- 
tion of Capt. J. Bruce Brown, of- 
ficer in charge of the Infantry 
(Rifle) group. Major J, G. Nichol- 
son, second in command of the 
Contingent, and Major O. B. Rex- 
ford, officer in charge of training, 
were in attendance.

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So We Are Going to Camp 

—But When? 

Laft autumn when we rame back to 
college we found waitine for us a system 
of military training skillfully designed so 
as not to conflict with our academic train- 
ing. It was to consist of six hours weekly, 
to be followed by two weeks spent at camp 
at the close of the term. 

It is idle to write at any length on the 
benefits that this system has conferred 
upon McGill. A sense of doing our bit. of 
getting ready, a new esprit de corps. 
Etraighter bodies and keener mind* are all 
valuable .contributions that have come 
about as results of the weekly training 
students are receiving. 

Yet anyone who has been to military 
camp will testify to the value and necessity 
of such experience in any system of train- 
ig. In the words of Col. Morris when 
iddressing the C.O.T.C. before they went 
to camp last summer: "You'll come back 
a lot better soldiers than you went away." 
Soldiering twenty-four hours a day is 
much different from six hours per week. 

On the point of when the M.R.T.B. is 
to go to camp the authorities have been 
strangely silent. And this is a point that 
is troubling many studentf. 

The university is a conglomerate 
_ lace. Many types and classes are repre- 
sented. A large number of students spend 
their summer "holidays" working. For 
many, it is simply another way to pass the 
time, a change from trips and summer re- 
sorts. For others, it is a question of life 
tad death, as far as coming back to col- 
lege in the fall is concerned. Bluntly put, 
their position is "NO JOB, NO COL- 
LEGE." Early in the year they start to 
make plans for summer work, canvassing 
their own connections as well as using the 
facilities of the Students' Employment 
Bureau. 

Next summer the student body is to 
spend two weeks at camp, and students 
who intend to work will have to arrange 
with their employers to be free during the 
camp period. But is is essential that they 
know soon when they are going to camp 
so that they can plan for their summer's 
work. They simply can't go to an em- 
ployer and say: "J can work for you next 
summer only I shall have to go to camp 
for two weeks ... no I don't know when 
, . . sometime." The Student Employment 
Bureau which each year places so many 
students in positions that enable them to 
return to college, will also remain para- 
lysed until some definite arrangement 
About camp is made. 

It is recognized that there are tremen- 
dous difficulties to be overcome in mak- 
ing arrangements to take 1,500 men to 
camp, whose courses end anywhere from 
March 15th to June 15th. Camp is vitally 
necessary to the success of the basic train- 
ing program.Yet if arrangements are not 
completed soon, and a definite date set 
there will be many an empty desk when 
the roll is called next October. 
• 

Now it must lie taken for granted that 
simplicity of life and thought is the highest 
and sanest ideal for civilization and cul-

Falelhan In his own Music. 

Tha spectacle of a composer playing his 
own music ought to be a gladsome one for the 
weary professional observer, who can then be 
certain, at least, of the performance having 
been "authoritative." But composers are gen- 
erally so retiring and conservative a let in pub- 
lie lite that they rarely do their own music 
Juatice— one could name any number of ex- 
ample», that is, where the virtuoso has dis- 
played more notion of a work's possibilities 
than the composer himself. Still, there ar* the 
exceptions too, and one of them was in evi- 
dence yesterday afternoon, when the young 
t41) American composer Anls Fulelhan was 
heard with the Montreal Orchestra in a per- 
formance of his own first piano concerto. 

The work itself it one that only a past 
master could encompass— like the second con- 
certo which Eugene List played here a couple 
of seasons ago it has the dazzling virtuosities 
that make the piano role more ornamental than 
functional to the piece. One suspects that it is 
the kind of thing a composer writes for him- 
self to play, and Mr. Fuleihan plays it to the 
hilt The present work enlists the services of 
a string orchestra alone, and produces some 
very remarkable, and occasionally interesting 
effects in the string choirs, to which, indeed, 
much of the important thematic and develop- 
mental writing is entrusted. The piano's voice 
sounds— how eke can one describe it?— like an 
afterthought, reminiscent, almost improvisa- 
tory, with the occasional hint of humor to en- 
liven the proceedings. 

Perhaps we would have beneftted by hear- 
ing this as an introduction to the second con- 
certo, for it certainly sounded, on a single hear- 
ing, more coherent than the other, both in 
material and structure. But it is very homo- 
geneous, so "all of a piece" that the Interest 
sometimes flags despite some really good pas- 
sages. Mr. Fuleihan's whirlwind performance 
of his own concerto has already been men- 
tioned, and it only remains to congratulate Mr. 
Clarke and the Orchestra's strings on the de- 
pendable support they gave. 

Chopin's "Grande Polonaise Brilliante," Op, 
22, which was to have been heard in an ar- 
rangement for piano and orchestra, went un- 
rehearsed last week, and Mr. Fuleihan played 
it alone yesterday. His way with Chopin is a 
little dry and matter-of-fact, but he plays with 
such spirit and strength when the occasion de- 
mands it that one misses but slightly the 
subtlety, the steely control of a ranking Chopin 
performer. 

The first part of the program brought • 
splendid performance of the Beethoven Sym- 
phony No. 2 in D, where there was evidence of 
some hard work on the part of Mr. Clarke and 
the orchestra. Most impressive was the rondo, 
played with considerable accuracy and co- 
ordination, and with a justness of tempi that 
brought a lot of life and fire to the music. The 
concert opened with the scherzo from Mendel- 
ssohn's "Midsummer Night's Dream" music, 
and closed with Bach's Jig Fugue in Hoist's 
arrangement, another old friend of the Orches- 
tra's patrons. — R.A.M.

If you're in the mood for something very 
sweet and simple, without much of a plot, but 
with good acting and spontaneity of dialogue, 
by all means see "Four Mothers" at the Capi- 
tol this week.

The highlight of the movie la the conducting 
of the first movement of Bccthovan's Fifth 
Symphony by Claude Rains, who plays the 
part of the father, and a maestro, who makes 
good. 

Raina' acting far exceeds that of the rest 
of the cast, although May Robson as his sister 
Is a close second for the honours. The Lane 
sisters and Gale Page portray again the four 
daughter*, roles they have made well known 
from previous films. Eddie Albert, Jeffrey 
Lynn, Frank McHugh and Dick Foran con- 
tribute to the cast as the four husbands. 

The main appeal of this movie lies in its 
naturalness, which makes one think no scenario 
was necessary. At all times, the "Four Moth- 
ers" are typically four mothers, who love their 
husbands and children, are interested in their 
brothers-in-law and their work, and in their 
father and their old home. There is nothing 
deep to the film but it simply represents a 
homey picture of life in a closely-knit family. 

The added attraction, "The Case of the 
Green Parrot," might have been quite good if 
one hadn't been able to guess the murder in 
the first scene. Still it had one asset— it was 
short. — H.B.

Though it lags in one or two places because 
of the fast pace that is set, the rest of the pic- 
ture more than makes up for It. Clark and 
Hedy seem to enjoy themselves thoroughly, 
and the audience does too. No matter what 
happens in the picture, It all seems a great big 
joke, even where the hero and heorine are 
about to be shot. For of course, since we're 
only half way through the picture, we know 
that love will conquer in the end. 

Clark Gable as the newspaperman is not 
very convincing, nor is Hedy as the motorman 
with ideals, but they aren't intended to be, and 
all their fans will not be disappointed.

Several hundred in all attended 
Thursday's Lecture. These talks are 
open . to the public. 

At his first lecture, Dr. Noyes 
gave his own conception of what 
poetry really is— "a kind of music." 
Expatiating on this point Dr. Noyes 
stated .that some people think 
poetry must be artificial but it is 
not so. "Tides, stars, human heart 
all beat in rhythm." The poet he 
continued finds that rhythm and 
meter are a help rather than a hin- 
derance. Among the poems he 
read were "Sherwood," "The Ad- 
miral Ghost," "The Barrel Organ" 
and several unpublished poems. 

Dr, Noyes made his literary debut 
in 1902 with the publication of "The 
Loom Of Years," and later held the 
Chair of Modern English Literature 
at Princeton.
